WASHINGTON, Sept. !M.—There is now 


in the treasury nearly- $2.000,000 to the 
credit of the interior department, to be 
paid to the Indians under treaties ami 
agreements made with them. The sum 
of 5110.000 is due. the I'ottawatomies 
Indiana and Michigan, but there is no 
Indian agent available to make the 
pavment, and it will be some months 
yet before this money is paid. 


About the middle of November th 


Yankton Sioux, of South Dakota, wil 
begin to receive installments of the 
8121,000 which the government owe 
them. For this sum of money then 
Indians ceded to the United States al 
their right and title to the unallotte 
lands within the. reservation set apnr 
for their use. 


In a short while 320.000 will be paid 


out to the Ynkimn Nation of Indians

It simply exercises the 
right of all voluntary associations to 
prescribe the <|iialificationsfor member- 
ship in its own circle. And it has in- 
sisted, and does still insist that belief 
iu God is necessary to attain or retain 
n place within our ranks. No one 
should oll'er himself for membership in 
our order who has not this qualifica- 
tion; no one should be accepted with- ;

Hints on the Vest Method* u! Taking Out 


Fruit Juice BpotR. 


As the fruit season waxes it becomes 


burdensome to keep delicate drapery 
spotless. Who has not beheld with 
dismay one's favorite damask hopeless- 
ly—it 
would seem—discolored with 


peach, cherry and berry stains? Some 
suggestions culled from that best of 
teachers—experience—and that are not 
geiieriilty known may be of assistance 
in remedying tho mishap. 


In the first place do not wash tho 


linen before applying other remedies; 
to do so sets the stain almost indelibly, 
nnd it then has to pass through all 
stages until time and the laundry leave 
but a pale yellow reminder, which con- 
summation doe'i not follow usually un- 
til the fabric is threadbare. For berry 
stains have some one hold the cloth so 
that it ssigs a little and pour absolutely 
boiling water through the spot; nil 
well. If this fails, light a bit of sul- 
phur and hold under the wet spot—a 
lighted match will answer; a sulphur- 
ous gas usually does the work, the

Take a sunny 
day for the task; first moisten the 
spot and then rub ou a very little of 
the salts of lemon; lay the linen in the 
sun for two or three minutes and then 
wash thoroughly with soap and warm 
water. Success nearly alwsrys follows. 
Other stains, like iron rust, are more 
easily removed. After washing tho 
article, squeeze lemon juice on the spots 
and then cover thickly with salt. 
Lay 


in the sun all day, wash, and if the rust 
is not entirely removed, repeat the ap- 
plication. This is equally good for ink 
stsdns.—N. Y. Advertiser.

An enterprising hair dyer has pro- 
ceted u scheme for making bleached 
jloudes as fast as the demand may re- 
quire. The subject of operation scats 
jcrself hi an operating chair, some- 
what similar to that used by tho 
dentists, and rests the back of her 
neck on a metal plate, which is the 
negative terminal of a rather strong 
battery, the current from which is suf- 
ficient to exert a moderate decomposing 
action on solutions of salts, containing 
a bleaching agent such as chlorine. 
The tresses are allowed to fall back of 
the clriir and arc dampened with a so- 
lution of what the inventor terms his 
secret. A brush composed of metallic 
bristles which have been gilded or 
platinized, and which arc electrically 
connected to the source of the current, 
thus forming tho positive pole of the 
battery, is slowly and steadily drawn 
through the hsiir. 


A slight decomposition of the salt 


held In solution takes place, the be- 
ginning agent is liberated and the col- 
oring matter in the hair is lightened. 
The discoverer declares that tho color 
given to the darkest hair maybe varied 
at pleasure, and may also be carefully 
regulated; furthermore, he states that 
the color does not resemble that of 
ordinary "bleached" hair, but is more 
natural and in every way able to de- 
ceive the most expert in such matters. 


While the idcsi is one which is at- 


tractive from an experimental stand- 
point, the object attained, if his state- 
ments are true, is one which should be 
pushed into obscurity by a minimum 
amount of praise. Still.another beau- 
tifying (?) effect of tho current is ob- 
tained by this inventor, who seems too 
fertile in such vanity-producing idesis. 
lie advertises to make Indies' lips to 
resemble coral in their dazzling red- 
ness. 
His process is, of course, an 


electrical one, and ho produces an un- 
healthy reddening of tho lips by forc- 
ing an inflammation by means of so- 
called Farudic current. 


There is pretty good evidence that 


his showy operating rooms are well
